1,200 Groceries 
Will Accept 
Food Warrants

When the Issuance of food 
warrants to county charity cli­ 
ents Is started next July 1 by 
the county there will be more 
than 1,200 grocery stores ready 
to accept them, according to 
agreements on file today in the 
office of Wayne Alien, chief ad­ 
ministrative officer.

Good laundering and dry cleaning leave wooli 
free from moth*. If they are stored at once where moth* cannot reach 
them, they will be protected against damage.

Q. How I* clothing mothproofed?
A. By spraying It with a mothproofing eolation which makes It 

distasteful and Inedible to moths. First brush the dothinc well, then
 pray it wry thoroughly. Do not overlook a spot, and don't forget loams 

and told*, the under surface of collars, under button*. 
and m pockets. Every ttread mu*t be covered. Blan­ 
ket*. sweaters and other easily washable wools can I 
b* Immeraed (or rinsed) in a solution of a mothproof- \ 
Ing compound available for that purpose. Mothproofed ! 
Clothing need not be stored out of the reach of moths 
It may han( In a closet or lie in a drawer or on a *hetf.' 

Q. How an wools fumigated? 
A. By the use at a fumlfmnt. Fumigant* are 

usually either paradkhlorobeniene or naphthalene. 
and are sold as such or under brand names. They give 
off fumes that kill moths at all atages. provided the 
fume* an strong enough and th« moths are ezpomd 
to the fume* long enough. This can only be don* well 
if plenty of fumigant is u*ed and If the f umea an 
ta«osed in a space that tm comfortably warm and 
practically air-tight. 

Q. Can wool* b* protected well by fumigating them in dresser 
drawer* 7

A. Not unless they are sprinkled liberally with the fumigant and 
at one* wrapped closely and sealed in strong paper to keep the fume* 
from escaping. Wrapped In this way they may aUo b* laid en shelves, 

Q. Can wool* be fumigated in closets!
A. Yes, if the closet adjoins a room that 1* comfortably warm. 

Clean the closet, then sprinkle the fumigant on shelves and floor, using 
a pound of fumigant for a small closet 2' x 2' x T (28 cubic ft.) or 214 
lb«. for a closet 3' x 3' x T . (63 cubic ft.) and so on. Now hang up tho 
clothing to be fumigated and seal the closet door with gummed paper 
or the tape used by fumigators. Leave the clothe* then until they an 
needed again.

9' , Can "to*"*1 *e fumigated by hanging   fumigsnt in a closet 
that i* in use?

A. No, as the fume* escape when the door i* opened and so become 
toe weak to kill the moths.

Q. Will moths attack clothing and other wool* tn*t have beea 
thoroughly fumigated?

A. Yen, fumigation does not mothproof wool*. In fumigating any 
wools, therefore, they must be left stored when moth* cannot Mt at 
them until they are going to be used again.

Q. How can insect sprays protect wools from moth damage?
A. These sprays kill the moths, or their eggs or larvae when they 

tome in contact with them. The splaying, like the fumigation must be 
done very thoroughly. They do not mothproof the wool; therefore th« 
apraying must be repeated regularly if moth* are about, or th 
after being sprayed, must be stored at once " 
them.
